Sofia, Bulgaria, Ju ly 18.—The Roil* 
m anlans took possession of the cable 
station at Varna, on the Black sea, 
and thus control communication with 
the outside world, except through Ber- 
via M i lioum ania. 
By forced m arches the Turkish army 
is approaching the town of Kirk-Kilis* 
sell, taken by the Bulgarians after 
heavy fighting at the beginning of the 
Balkan war. 
Many of the population 
are reported to lie fleeing. 
An official dispatch reports the de­ 
feat by the B ulgarians of the Servian 
fort es which had penetrated Bulgarian 
territory on the western frontier. The 
B ulgarians attacked and put the Ser 
vians to flight. The Servians are re­ 
treating In the direction of Vlasina, 
across the border. 
Another dispatch ssys severe losses 
have been inflicted upon the Greek 
army operating on the Bulgarian left 
flank.

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria denies 
emphatically the horrifying atrocities 
attributed in various quarters to the 
Bulgarian troops during their retreat

through Macedonia. 
His m ajesty cabled the following 
m essage through the Bulgarian royal 
private secretariat: 
"All 
the rum ors about 
Bulgarian 
atro< flies are infam ous Greek calum ­ 
nies destined to poison universal pub­ 
lic opinion and in regard to which 
the truth will be established one of 
these days." 
At tho request of Greece the French 
government, which has assum ed pro 
tectlon of Greek Interests in the wui 
region, has instructed the secre’ ary 
of the French legation at Athens and 
an officer of the French military mis­ 
sion to proceed Immediately to the 
seat of war to investigate the alleged 
Bulgarian atrocities.

1908 
Is Shown In 
Mulhall 
Lobby 


Hearing. 


W ashington, July 
18.— Presidential 
politics of 1908, in which the name* 
cif both Roosevelt aud T aft figured, 
again occupied much of th e tim e of 
the senate lobby investigating com ­ 
m ittee when Colonel Marlin M. Mul­ 
hall, form er “field agent ' of the Na 
tJunal Association of M anufacturers, 
continued his recital hanoi on some 
Cf his 20,OOO letters aud telegram s. 
Speaker Cannon and Congressm an 
W atson, of Indiana, were the principal 
advisers of the association a t the Re­ 
publican national convention In Chi­ 
cago in 1908, Mulhall testified. 
“ Our 
entire organization was busy trying to 
nom inate Sherm an and trying to keep 
labor planks out of th e platform ,” he 
said. 
T he organization sw ung to the su p 
port of Taft, although it did not like 
some of his public utterances on labor 
legislation, said Mulhall, because it 
becam e evident th a t Cannon and the 
other presidential candidates had no 
cb anee of success. 
"T he organization would have fa 
vored Cannon above ail others,” he 
said. 
T he m a n u fa rtu ers’ officers “had 
the promise of Mr. Vorys and Mr 
T a ft’s m anagers,’’ Mulhall alleged, th a t 
there would he no severe labor planks 
in the national platform. 
Between a half carhiad of th e ac 
counts, hooks and files of the M anu­ 
fac tu rers’ association and the Mulhall 
correspondence, the com m ittee found 
Itself for the first tim e in a position 
to ascertain th e whole tru th concern­ 
ing the m ethods of m anufacturers in 
mixing in elections and legislation. 
The new m ass of testim ony acquired 
by th e com m ittee from the offices of 
the association is expected to furnish 
proof or refutation of M ulhall* per­ 
sonal accusations and insinuations. 
More aliout New Jeifcey politics was 
heard. A le tte r from Judge William 
TI. Sp* cr, of the Hudson county cir­ 
cuit court, to form er Governor Fort, 
of New J e rse y , introducing Mulhall, 
was Introduced. 
S peer Is a nephew of 
John Kirby, form er president of the 
M anufacturers’ association. 
On April 28. 1908, the late 
Vice 
President Sherm an, then in congress, 
wrote to Mulhall, telling Mulhall that 
it was impossible to get the Littlefield 
compulsory pilotage bill through the 
house. Sherm an w-as provoked at the 
tariff agitation of the M anufartuers 
association and said it might lead tr 
the election of a Democratic presi 
lieut. Sherm an also was angry at the 
fight 
against Speaker Cannon, 
whc 
then was a candidate for the nom ina 
tion for president. 
At that tim e form er Representative 
Jam es W atson, of Indiana, according 
to a letter w ritten by Mulhall, “had s 
great notion to take the floor before 
congress adjourned and expose th* 
whole dirty 
piece of trickery from 
start to finish,” referring to a state 
m ent that th e W hite House, moaning 
President Roosevelt, was re&jKuislhlr 
for th e new spaper campaign against 
Cannon. 
“W atson states that the president lf 
moving heaven and earth to nominate 
T a tt,” wrote Mulhall, “that he Is will 
fng to sacrifice the Sherm an law and 


• ver> other law to p b sse the trust* 
and to please Wall street so th a t h# 
ran get their support for his candidate 
at Chicago.” 
Mulhall also wrote of attending 8 
tnt cling at Mr. F o rak er’s house, com 
posed of senators “ who will oppose the 
president and his policies ut the Chi 
♦ ago convention.” He added th a t h( 
was told to work against Maryland 
delegates being instructed for Taft. 
" T h e opposition to the president,’ 
Mulhall continued, "Intends to let ne 
legislation through that he wishes at 
this session of co n g re s s and Intends tc 
tight the Taft forces to a finish. There 
is a whole lot took place at this m eet 
ing th a t canuot very well be put or 
paper.” 
Oilier letters detailed the fight or 
various congressmen. “We have sent 
special people after Mr. Tow nsend, lr 
Michigan,” said one. 
In tho sam e letter Mulhall said that 
Governor Fort, of New Jersey, w as tc 
select the c a n d id a te to defeat Repro 
sentatlve J. J. G ardiner for re-tiec 
tion from the Second New Jersey dis 
trlct. 
R egarding the opposition to Rocs* 
velt in his efb>rt to nom inate Taft 
Mulhall wrote: 
"They w ere perfectly confident oi 
having a m ajority of the national com 
m ittee with them , who would seat a1 
the contesting delegations that would 
com e to Chicago against T aft.”

CUTS OFF $5,803,724 


IN APPROPRIATIONS 


H arrisburg, Pa., July 18.—T h e gen­ 
eral appropriation bill, which provides 
for the expenses of the sta te govern­ 
m ent and which passed the legislature 
carrying the unprecedented amount of 
$42,593,515.14, was approved by Gov­ 
ernor Tenor after he had reduced it 
lo $37,149,891.03. 
Th# cut made in the bill amounts 
to 15,808,724.1! and is the greatest 
ever made in such a measure in the 
history 
of 
the 
state 
government 
Scores of Items in depart mental al 
lowanees are reduced and some are 
cut out entirely, the governor saying 
that with exceptions specified the re 
ductions have been made "because of 
insufficient state revenue.” 
The highway department suffers the 
most in the sw eep in g reductions, $3,- 
400,000 being cut, hut only $25,000 is 
from the appropriation to the depart­ 
ment of health. The school appropria 
tion, which was passed at $16,000,000, 
la made $15,000,000, as it ii as in the 
general appropriation bill of 1911. Til# 
department of internal affairs, some of 
whose bureau* are doing work cover­ 
ed by new branches of state govern 
ment, la cut $100,000. 
O ther d ep artm en ts cut $100,000 of 
over are public grounds and buildings, 
forestry, printing and binding and the 
state railroad commission, which is a1 
lowed $8000 to close It up, as the pub 
lie service com m ission to be named 
next week will supersede it. T his new 
com m ission Is given $400,000. 
The governor has reduced appropria 
lions ag g reg atin g $89,OOO,OOO to $52, 
000,000, and it is announced as hie 
policy to retain the allow ances of edu 
cation, charities and the m aintenance 
of the s ta te ’s dependents as close a> 
possible to th e appropriations allowed 
two years.
